Patriotism, the flag 
and the volunteer's uniform figured 
everywhere, and the trip was In the na- 
ture of a triumphal journey to the cap- 
ital. 


The start from Canton was made at 


1:35 p. m., amic3 the boom of cannon, the 
screech of steam whistles and the clam- 
orous well wishes of the 
president's 


townspeople. 
Mr. and Mrs. McKinley 


occupied the private car Olympia, at the 
rear of the train. 
The presidential car 


had been beautifully decorated within, 
yellow chrysanthemums bound In rib- 
bons of red, white and blue giving a 
wealth of color. 


Many of those on the regular coaches 


were anxious to greet the president, and 
hs consented to sea a delrjration from 
Alliance, in his own d'striot.

As finally adopted the other day, the 


United 
States naval increase pro- 


gramme for 1901 involves the construc- 
tion of 32 vessels of 151,600 tons dis- 
placement, or more than double that 
laid down in any preceding war, says 
a Washington dispatch to the New 
York Tribune. The list which congress 
is to be asked to authorize is as fol- 
lows: 


Three 15,000 ton battleships, two 15,- 


000 ton armored cruisers, sis 2,000 ton 
gunboats, sis COO ton gunboats, ten 200 
ton gunbo/its, three 15,000 ton colliers, 
one 7,000 ton repair ship and one 7,000 
ton marine transport. It will be ob- 
served that the board of construction 
has decided to omit the torpedo boats, 
both surface and submarine, recom- 
mended by the policy board, of which 
Admiral Dewey is chairman, but the 
programme in nil other particulars con- 
forms closely to the initial'project un- 
der discussion a few days ago. 


The five fiehtiug ships proposed are 


more formidable than any of the 'same 
category yet designed. 
With the 17 


now building or authorized and with 
the sis battleships and two armored 
cruisers already in commission, they 
will give an offensive force of 30 ships. 
The eight now in active service—the 
Kearsarge, the Kentucky, the Indiana, 
the Iowa, the Massachusetts, the Ore- 
gon, the New York and the Brooklyn- 
average 10,000 tons; the six building— 
the Alabama, the Maine, the Illinois, 
the Missouri, tlie Ohio and the Wis.con- 
sin—average 12,000 tons; those just de- 
signed and to be contracted for next 
month—the Pennsylvania, the Jv'ew Jer- 
sey, the Georgia, the Virginia, the 
Rhode Island, the West Virginia, the 
Nebraska, the California, the Mary- 
land, the Colorado and the South Da- 
kota—average 14,000 tons, while the 
1901 design will form a new 15,000 ton 
class. 
The object of the additional 


1,000 tons is fuel, in order 'to gain ra- 
dius of action and to adapt these pow- 
erful vessels especially to cover the 
great distances which separate safe 
harbors, drydocks and coaling stations 
In the Pacific ocean. 


The second group of 22 vessels is in- 


tended for police duty, principally in 
the Philippines, although adaptable for 
service m China. These vessels are t»

The division of fine arts in the Pan- 


American exposition, to be held next 
year in Buffalo, is under the competent 
direction of Sir. William A. Coffin of 
Kew York 
The-original plan was to 


have a mixed, exposition, made up of 
tas works of American and foreign 
artists, with pictures representing all1 
schools, ancient and modern, to be bor-, 
rowed from prominent American col- 
lectors. 
Very sensibly this plan baa 


been so altered as to make the exhibi-. 
tion consist of works by American art- 
ists only—those at home, thosp abroad 
and these recently deceased, says the 
Ne\v York Sun. The seope of the exhi- 
bition includpb vvorks of art not only 
from the United. States, but from the 
Pan-American countries and colonies 
which-have officially signified their in- 
tention of contributing. For example, 
there is a strong little group of artists 
In Canada, there are some in the City 
of Mexico, aim there are a few promi- 
nent South Americans, such, for in- 
stance, as Albert Lynch of Paris, who 
Is a native of Chile. The intention is 
to make at Buffalo, instead of a scat- 
tering and perhaps unsatisfactory res- 
ume of all art, a very high class and 
representative exhibition of American 
art in the four usual classes—namely: 


First, painting; second, 
sculpture; 


third, drawings, etchings, engravings 
and black and white generally; fouith, 
architecture.

o'clock, nooni, and shall be kept open 
at least four hours, and until the time 
specified in the warrant when they may 
be closed, and they may be kept open 
for such longer time as the meeting 
shall direct, but they shall not be kept 
open after the hour of sun&et. After 
an announcements has been made by 
the presiding officer of a time fixed 
for closing the p'olis, they shall not be 
closed at an earlier hour.

the opening of the polls. The warrant 
for the election called for the opening 
of the polls in the town at 10 o'clock in 
the forenoon, which was done, arid says 
that the polls may be closed at 3, the 
warrant and law having been complied 
with in the meeting- 'of the town.

H« !• AllY« to the NeceMltr of Work 


•nd Education. 


"The New Indian" was the subject 


of a paper read at the meeting of the 
Presbyterian ministers the other day 
by the Uev. Mr. Harsba, says the Den- 
rer Republican. He said: 


"The new Indian does not mean 


merely the buck with a silk hat, tn» 
gquaw under a white parasol, th» 
papoose in a woven reed perambula- 
tor. 
These are mere incident* in tb« 


midposltion of these babe* of nature 
between savagery and civilization. Th* 
Indian IB somewhat mixed to outward 
appearance, but inwardly he U full of 
peace and purpose. The white man 
does not understand his red brother. 
Views from Pullman windows have 
shown disgusting groups of aborigines 
crouching at the railway stations. The 
tramps and beggars of the tribes have 
been mistaken to represent the tribes 
themselves. 


"The new Indian Is young. We must 


leave the old women and men to their 
campflres, their slovenly attire and 
their paint and feathers. The new In- 
dian reads and writes English. He Is 
a trifle slow about it, but he does It. 
He works. He comes to it grudgingly 
and only from necessity, but still ho 
•works. The Indian is above work, not 
beneath It In this he differs from the 
negro. The latter Is lazy. The former 
feels himself the real nobleman of 
America. It i» decent to toll. His ra 
clal dignity suffers when his hand is 
put to the plow. In things that are 
worthy of him he delights in physical 
exertion. Once he was a hunter. 


"The squaws are different. 
In no 


sense of the word are they the gentler 
«ex. They lore to work. 
They say 


The white women work behind closed 
floors and blinds because they are 
ashamed of it. We work in the light' 


'The new Indian blood is alert to the 


idvantages of blood alliance with the 
whites. Our impression that the race 
s physically doomed is not true. The 
>est authorities estimate that there are 


many Indians in the country now as 


;here were at its discovery. The new 
ndian is learning to take .care of his 
health. He is also at last coming to 
injoy the cheap and priceless blessing 
»f law. Let us never be found chirp- 
;ng the old self satisfied lie, 'There is 
no good Indian but the dead Indian.' "

Ba»keti and Brlc-a-l>rne Made ot 


Hitherto Discarded Veneeri. 


A great step forward was taken 


when the veneering machine was in- 
Tented. It enabled the joiner to con- 
vert a log of fine cabinet wood into 50 
or 100 sheets with which to cover 
cheap lumber. 
The next step was 


when a bright Yankee glued these 
veneers together so as to form chair 
Beats and barjrel heads, thereby se- 
curing a maximum strength with a 
minimum of material. Another in- 
ventor made still thinner veneers and 
out of these fashioned the wooden but- 
ter plates, baskets and kitchen ware 
•which is now so common. The cost is 
insignificant and the convenience so 
great that the demand gives employ- 
ment to thousands, says the New York 
Post. 
At this point the men ceased 


making improvements, and the women 
took up the task. 
They found thai 


these veneers, or shavings, could be 
woven into basket work and curlci1 
and twisted into all sorts of decora 
tions. They soon developed an indu" 
try which is now pursued by several 
hundred people in New York and b\ 
many thousands in the country. 


All sorts of wood can be used—in 


fact, any kind which, when green o' 
when boiled or steamed, is not brittle 
The tools required are a sharp knifo 
a pair of shears, a pair of pliers and 
sometimes a small riveter. With this 
apparatus the women make baskets. 
Ships, birds and all sorts of figures, 
which they sell to the florists, who cov 
er them with flowers. They also make 
ornate library waste paper baskets 
bonbon boxes, bureau cases and sta 
tionery holders. The more enterprising 
fill orders for ambitious designs, such 
as fire screens, veranda curtains, rustic 
portieres and basket work panels for 
summer cottages. 


THE MURDERS AT RA5TATT. 


One ot the Inexplicable Mr»***l«» 


European HUtorr. 


Curing February, 1820, Alexandre Gri- 


bojedoff, Russian minister to Teheran, 
was assassinated in a peculiarly horrible 
manner. The war between Russia and 
Persia, in which Russia had won the vlc- 
tory, had just ended, and Gribojedoff, 
who was a celebrated dramatic author, 
was sent as minister to the defeated 
country. No sooner did he reach Teheran 
than the clergy of the city urged the pop- | 
ulnce to attack him, and the result was 
that on Feb. 20 a mob broke into the le- 
gation and murdered him, as well as 36 
ether persons who formed part of his 
retinue. 


Quickly the news spread to St. Peters- 


burg, and the czar determined that Per- 
sia should pry hea-iir for the crime. A 
rigid investigation was at once started 
end when it v,as over 40 residents of Te- 
heran were condemned to death and were 
duly 
execa»"d 
ard 30,000,000 rubles 


were awarded by Persia to the relatives 
of the murdered minister as an indemni- 
ty. That this was a wholesome lesson 
for Persia is proved by the fact that ever 
since then foreign ministers have been 
treated with marked respect in that coun- 
try. 
• 


A more remarkable occurrence was the 


murder of two French envoys, which 
took place at Rnstatt in April, 1709. A 
congress had been in session in this little 
town for the purpose of settling the dif- 
ferences between France and Germany 
and Austria. So far as Germany was 
concerned, an amicable agreement was 
arrived at, but France nnd Austria re- 
mained at lo^gci heads, and coa«eq"e:itly 
the F. fnch envoys, finding that they 
could accomplish nothing, resolved to re- 
turn at once to Paris. They had arrang- 
ed to leave Rastart at noon, but for some 
unaccountable reason the gates of the 
town were closed at that hour and were 
not reopened until late in the evening. 


Fearing nothing, the envoys and their 


retinue got iato their eight coaches and 
drove off. Ilardl- had they gone a mile, 
however, vi-liL-n they were stopped by a 
troop of hussars, presumably Austrians, 
who ordered them to leave their car- 
riages". A conliict then ensued, in which 
two envoys, Bonnier and Roberjolt, were 
killed, while the third, Dubey, was so 
badly wounded that his life was despair- 
ed of for some time. After murdering 
the two envoys, the hussars paid no fur- 
ther attention to the less important mem- 
bers of theii retinue, br.t rode off, and 
from that day to this no one has been 
able to find out who was responsible for 
the murders. 
The Austrian cabinet has been blamed 


and so have- Fiench emigrants, the direct- 
ory, England and Queen Caroline of Na- 
ples, but the requisite proof of guilt has 
not yet been t'ouml, and the general opin- 
ion is that the murders at Rastatt will re-

Williamstown Case on Trial Yesterday 


Bu* Settled Today Outside 


The superior court ^ittlnsr was re- 


sumed in Pittsfield yesterday morning, 
with Justice Bond on the bench, and 
the first case taken up for trial was 
that of Nettie "OS. Beverly against the 
town of Williamstown. 


Thi suit grons out of an injury that 


plaintiff sustained in 
Linden street 


near Cole avenue 
in 
tVilliamstown 


about October 27, 1S!>7. In comaany 
with her late husband and her daugh- 
ter, she waw passing along the Ride- 
walk on the outside. Of a sudden she, 
made a misstep and fell over the ed^e 
of the walk about 18 inches into a sort 
of a culvert, which, it is claimed, had 
been made a short time before by a 
rond scraper o:- plough. Mrs. Beverly 
fclj, on her fight bide, u'uich has since 
become partially paralyzed. She wa.s 
in a delicate condition at the time and 
suffered intensely from the shock. It 
is claimed also by the attorney-? for 
the plaintiff, that she has an eiilar^-"- 
ment, that she suffered an attack of 
peritonitis, and furthermore that she 
was the unfortunate victim of hernia, 
all as a result of tlr> accident. 


Mrs. 
Beverly was on the stand most 


of the forenoon and was followed by 
her daughter, Mrs. F. C. Davison. 17, 
of Albany, N. Yv who told of passir^ 
along the street with her father and 
mother that afternoon. 
Her story 


was practically in co.rrobora.tion of 
that of her mother. 


One of the chief claims of the plain- 


tiff is that it was necessary for her 
physicians to give her morphine for 
relief and that she became addicted to 
the habit that she has to use it now 
twice a day. 


Durir j the afternoon session her phy- 


sician, Dr. Hull of "Williamstown, t-s- 
tifled to attending his patient for 13 
months and told from a medical stand- 
point of her injuries and 
suffering. 


Messrs. Bryant and Mason, abuttors 
in the street, testified as to its condi- 
tion about the time of the accident and 
spoke of the highway as having been 
in use for the past 20 years. 


Mrs. Beverly is the widow of the iate 


Z. F. Beverly, who died last year and 
who of course would- have been an im- 
portant witness at the trial had he 
lived. Mrs. Beverly said that she was 
39 years old. She was obliged to sit 
during the testimony yesterday and 
could move only with 
the 
aid of 


crutches. At one time during the trial 
she was obliged to leave the court 
room. 


The case was continued today and 


the plaintiff's witnesses will probably 
take up most o£ the time. There are a 
number of fine law points connected 
with the suit and it is one of the most 
interesting civil cases tried in Pitts- 
field for some time. 


The plaintiff is represented by :Law~ 


yers Couch. Parkhurst and Magenis, 
while the interests of the town are 
looked after by C. M. Smith of Wil- 
liamstown and Crosby & Noxon of 
Pittsfield. 


This noon, the lawyers in the case 


got together and decided to settle the 
case without further trial. The terms 
of the settlement included the payment 
nf $1500 to Mrs. Beverly from the town 
elf Williamstown.
